a) a capped nonionic surfactant with an XA^ number greater than 1 .00; 

b) a conventional detergent additive; and 
5 c) a co-surfactant;

4. A light duty liquid detergent composition comprising: 

a) a capped nonifcnic surfactant with an XA^ number greater than 1 .00; 

b) a conventional detergent additive; 
30 c) a co-surfa/tant; 

wherein the composition is in the form of a liquid, gel, or liqui-gel and the pH (as measured 
as 10% aque/6us solution) is from 5.0 to 12.5. 

5. A shamMo, or personal cleansing composition comprising:

control agents, insect repellants, anti-corrosive aids, and chelants.
